nuclear war looms larger, It Is 
necessary to take urgent mea- 
sures in order to prevent far- 
ther escalation In the accumula- 
tion of nuclear armaments, said 
Daniel Ortega, Coordinator of 
the Ruling Council of the Gov- 
ernment of National Recon- 
struction of Nicaragua. As 
a first step, he called 
for the freezing of nuclear 
arsenals in order to make II 
possible to begin their reduction 
end eventual complete elimina- 
tion. 

Mr Ortega sharply criticized 
the speech made before the As- 
sembly by President Reagan. He 
exposed the hypocrisy of his 
statement about the "desire" 
by hli administration to 
strengthen peace in the region. 
If Washington was really driven 
by this desire, It would have 
slopped Its aggression, with- 
drawn its troops and warships 
from the area of Central Amer- 
ica, ceased its support for the 
counter-revolutionary gangs, and 
put an end to the subversive 
operations tn those countries in 
the region. In fact, the picture 
Is quite different. Spy planes sent 
by the CIA have on 512 occa- 
sions violated Nicaraguan air 
apace, and on 54 occasions 
American warships Intruded into 
Nicaraguan waters. 

The Chinese Foreign Minis- 
ter Wu Xuexlan spoke out In 
the interests of the Chinese 
people by declaring Ihe need 
for maintenance of strong and 
lasting peace and International 
security. At Ihe same lime, 
when referring to the reasons 
for the aggravation of tensions 
in the world In the recent

Statements by several dele- 
gates from NATO countries re- 
peating Washington's foreign 
policy views, stood out In 
sharp contrast to most speakers 
who showed their concern for 
peace on this planet. 

The Indian Prime Minister 
Indira GandbJ has called on the 
nuclear powers to hold talks to 
ban Ihe manufacture and test- 
ing of nuclear weapons. She 
stressed that the present devel- 
opment of nudear technology 
threatened the very existence of 
mankind. India and other non- 
aligned countries are convin- 
ced that only complete and 
universal disarmament can en- 
sure genuine and lasting secur- 
ity. 

Speaking about the problems 
of the development of the non- 
aligned countries, she said that 
present-day world economic re- 
lations are based on domina- 
tion and Inequality. We are for 
a new world economic order 
which would bB based on the 
prlndples of equality and jus- 
tice, she said. The Indian Pri- 
me Minister said she was sor- 
ry that It had not been possib- 
le to hold global talks on eco- 
nomic Issues over the past 
three years.

first thousand kilometres 


Tha first thousand kilometres 
of pipes wens welded along the 
route of the Urengoi-Centre gas 
pipeline which will connect tho 
world's largest Siberian gas de- 
posit with the city of Yelets in 
the country's European ares. 
The construction of the pipeline 
Is being carried out ahead of 
schedule. 

The construction of the Uren- 
got-Centre gas pipeline, the 
length of which will exceed 
three thousand kilometres, was 
started last June. 

The stretch of tha pipeline 
lying between the Ural Moun- 
tains and Yelets Is now under 
construction. The construction 
or the northern, 1,000 km long 
section of the line In Western 
Siberia, will be started In No- 
vember when freezing tempera- 
tures will help make Siberian 
marshlands passable lor heavy 
machines. The chief task of tha 
builders In Western Siberia Is 


to complete the section before 
roads are flooded In spring. 

The Urengoi-Centre pipeline 
Is being constructed by the 
builders who recently surprised 
the world by their fast rate In 
building the gas pipeline from 
Siberia to Western Europe. The 
workers did not have to build 
housing settlements — the route 
of the new Urengoi-Centre pipe- 
line runs parallel to the export 


pipeline. Specialists believe that 
the rate of its construction will 
surpass the achievements ac- 
complished during the construc- 
tion of tha export gas pipeline. 

Soviet construction specialists 
are working on the fifth gas 
pipeline since tlie beginning of 
the current five-year plan peri- 
od (1981-85) to pump gas from 
Siberia to the European part of 
the USSR. All in ell It Is plann- 
ed to build six transcontinental 
pipelines with a pipe diameter 
of 1,420 mm and working press- 
ure of 75 atmospheres. 


The ‘Salmon’ programme

RELIABLE GENERATOR 

Soviet electricians have 
worked out a method for remov- 
ing thermal disbalance in tur- 
bogenerators using direct water - 
cooling of the rotor. The new 
method helps raise substantially 
the operational reliability and 
durability of the electric mach- 
ine. 

; The new method makes It pos- 
sible to achieve sufficient and 
equal water cooling of tbs rotOT 
winding, therefore no thermal 
deflections of the shaft can take 
place In the turbogenerator. The 
vibration, although not excluded 
completely— this 1 b not yet pos- 
sible— becomes regulated and 
stable, and unaffected by exter- 
nal conditions, 

Tbe new method la being ap- 
plied in the Soviet Union with 
the mass production and opera- 
tion of 500,000 kWt turbogenera- 
tors with water-cooled rotor 
winding. Practice shows that 
electrical machines are now 
much more reliable and durable. 

The method of removing ther- 
mal disbalance, acknowledged as 
a discovery In the Soviet Union, 
has been patented in tbe USA. 
Priority information for this dis- 
covery of Soviet scientists has 
been received In West Germany. 
France and Switzerland. 

REFRIGERATORS 
FOR STEEL 

Experts from the Donetsk Steel 
Research Institute have worked 
out and Introduced a new tech- 
nology for casting moulds In the 
profile foundries of metallurgi- 
cal plants out of liquid pig Iron 
from blsBt furnace melt. 

In order to obtain a ready in- 
got, usually liquid steel was 
poured Into thick-walled p g 
iron vessels or moulds. While in 
these moulds the metal cools, 
becomes crystallized and reaches 
present conditions. The size of 
the ingot depends on the size 
of the mould. It Is P 0 ®? 11 * 1 ® 
obtain Ingots weighing 3, 10 and 
even 25 tonnes.

For each 
tonne of the mould 120 kg of 
coke, 14 kg ot refractory mate- 
rials and 40 kg of llmestona are 
saved. Besides, the proposed 
method helps lessen by 100 
times dust blowouts Into the 
atmosphere. 

BLOOD DEVELOPED 
IN TEST TUBE 

About 400 people ere alive 
today after being saved by arti- 
ficial blood in a mortally dan- 
gerous situation. Although It 
has not yet become en everyday 
practice, It has been confirmed 
by experiment that In some cir- 
cumstances artificial blood Is 
batter than a donor's blood. For 
example, It Is not divided Into 
groups and therefore suits 
everyone. , . 

Artificial blood can be ob- 
tained by various means. 
Work In this field is being con- 
ducted at Ihe Leningrad Re- 
search Institute of Hematology 
and Blood Transfusion which 
was set up more than 50 years 
ago. 

At the Institute, under lha 
general guidance of Prolessor 
Lyubov Bogomolova, a serious 
step has been taken towards 
solving a complicated problem 
—It was found that artificial 
blood could fulfil tho function 
of an oxygen carrier. Tho basis 
of tho blood Is haemoglobin, 
the only elemont In Iho organ- 
ism capable of carrying oxygen 
from tha lungs to the cells. Hae- 
moglobin brilliantly copes with 
this task but only when It Is 
protected by tha shell of eryth- 
rocyte. One has only to destroy 
ibis shell and haemoglobin Is 
rendered unable to work. The 
task which the scientists were 
attempting to accomplish was 
Ihe preservation or Ideal work- 
ing conditions" for haemoglo- 
bin, prolonging Its stay in the 
organism and, at the same time, 
lengthening ita curative effects. 

ON-BOARD MOORING 
ON OCEAN-GOING SHIP 

The ocean-going motor ship 
"Okha" can Independently carry 
out loading end unloading ope- 
rations even In places without 
moorage facilities. Die *lP was 
added to the fleet of the Sakha-

This year, . the Intervlslon 
countries are holding their 17th 
International Television Forum.

It would not be an exaggeration to describe 
Yevgeny Lebedev, a leading actor from the Bol- 
shoi Drama Theatre in Leningrad, aa a star of the 
Ural magnitude. 

Without him, (ho theatre could hardly have 
staged either the "Patty Bourgeois” by Gorky, a 
play which has been acclaimed by audiences 
not only In this country hut also abroad, nor 
would It ha staging Leo Tolstoy's "Kholstomer, 
tha Story of a Horao", In which bo Is creating a 
part considered unprecedented In its daring. 

Q.j Your theatre ts distinctly linked to the 
classics. What do you as an actor achieve from 
working In such playaf 

A.t In many ways, great literature "nourishes" 
the actor. Flaying Rogozhln In “The Idiot" by 
Dostoyevsky led me to study tha works of the 
Russian writer Tor e decade, end this opened up 
a veritable school of human experience. Maxim 
Gorky has also allowed me to discover an 
unusual world. I worked on my part In the "Petty 
Bourgeois” for 15 years. Leo Tolstoy has been 
'“with me" for sovan years. I have been 
working for a long time to create the Image of 
King Lear, and T am constantly thinking over this 
character. 

It'* In this way that the Images of my heroes 
evolve, become refined, and develop: and it's in 
this way that T come to understand their charac- 
ters for that matter man in general. 

Q.t How do you "keep alive" a role In a play 
which you have been playing (or tea or Bfteen 
years! 

A.i My Inner monologue In each play ts dif- 
ferent, as U depends on my fellow-actors, on the 
amount of rapport from the audiences, and on my 
own associations which appear as the action 
unfolds. When there 1* a new evaluation, and 
each lime It's different from the one I made 
before, the conflict la being shaped In a more 
Interesting manner. Each of our theatre's plays 
presupposes some Improvisation, and we never 
go about things In a set and rigid way. To me 
personally, a play la a living and sensitive organ- 
ism which Is different at each performance. 

Q.: What kind of relations do you Ihlok should . 
exist between tha actor and [he ibealre director 
when working on a play! 

A.: They should not only understand each 
other, but In the process of preparing a produc- 
tion they should attempt to become spiritually 
close. They can have differences of opinion. 



even quarrel over a play, but the most outstand- 
ing paint they should observe is to support each 
other In the most Important thing of all— tha ex- 
pression of the main Idea of the play. 

The type of actor who comes to the fora In 
the theatro is the one who Involves himself In 
making tha play. We use a special approach to 
our work on a play, as Improvisation is a must 
with us. It Is improvisation that helps avoid 
cliches In the mutual relations which we have 
round once. Besides, initiative gives the actors 
creative, freedom. 

Q.: What do you think the modern actor should 
be like! 

A.: For myself, I distinguish between two no- 
tions— the actor and the artist, although In our 
everyday speech they have become synonymous. 
1 dearly distinguish between the actor who Is 
a performer of someone else's part and the artist 
who la a "cocreator", s researcher who puts 
some part of his essential self Into the play. 

In order to be able to do this, it is necessary 
to attempt to understand life, and to learn to 
analyse It. Life Is the best school for an artist, 
and a real artist la its eternal student.
